It is reported that Mr. Lewis Harcourt 
will succeed Mr. Birrell as Chief Secretary 
for Lreland, and that Sir Robert Chalmers 
will replace Sir Matthew Nathan. Ire 
land knows little more of Mr, Harcourt 
than that he is the son of a famous 
liberal statesman and was a satisfactory 
Commissioner of Works. Sir Robert 
Chalmers's career, like Sir Matthew 
Nathan’s, is chiefly associated with 
Colonial and financial administration. 
The report is unofficial; and may not be 
true. \ In any case, we shall not pre 
judge the coming Chief Secretary’s fitness 
for his work. Whoever he may be, his 
politics and his antecedents will be of 
littie account if he has the qualities 
which, at this crisis, the Irish Chief Secre- 
taryship demands. It is incredible that, 
after Mr. Birrell’s failure, the Govern- 
ment will dare to send an incompetent 
man to Ireland. It will be the new Chief 
Secretary s task to undo the evil conse- 
quences of all the inefficiency and mal- 
administration of the last ten years. He 
must be wise and firm, patient and 
courageous. He must work for the, whole 
of Ireland, not’ for any party or class in 
Ireland. He must not be afraid te incur 
anpopuiarity or to have his motives and 
actions misrepresented in the House of 
Commons. We shall welcome any man 
of this character, whether he be Mr. Har- 
court or another, and we shall judge the 
new Chief Secretary by his work alone. 
Tt will be a work ef many phases—social, 
industrial, and economic; but its most 
important aspect will be the reeonstitu- 
tion of Ireland as a peaceful, law-abiding, 
and well governed country. When the 
last remnants of sedition have been 
crushed it will be the new Chief 
Secretary's main business to make 
absolutely impossible a tecurrence of the 
terrible conditions which brought Sy John 
Maxwell and his gallant troops to Ire 
land. 

This is no time for newspaper contro 
versy, but the public interest requires us 
to notice an attack which the Freeman's 
Journal made on ns yesterday im its first 
issue since the beginning of the insurrec- 
tion.

Justice, patriotism, and common-sense 
demand that Ireland shall be redeemed 
from the menace of, sedition once for all 
We ask for no campaign of persecution, 
but only that civilised government sháil 
be re-established and vindicated in Ire 
land for the lifetime of our children’s 
children. It would be the worst kind of 
folly and the poorest sort of economy to | 
shear the stalk of sedition and to leave 
the roots uninjured. We owe the com- 
plete suppression of sedition in Ireland 
not only to ourselves, but to our brave 
sokbers in France, to the United King- 
dom, and to the whole Empire. All risk 
of renewal of the shame and loss oí; the 
recent outbreak must be i § utterly 
eliminated. We print to-day the King's 
finé letter of thanks to his troops and 
police in Ireland, and the Lord Lieu- 
tenant's warm appreciation of the devotion 
of the men of the Royal Irish Constabu- 
lary. No tributes were ever more 
thoroughly deserved, and the Lrish people 
will endorse every word of them. But the 
work of the troops and the police is not 
finished. The King refers to the insur 
rection as having been “ finally quelled.” 
Fortunately, the statement is true as re 
gards the desperate attempt to establish 
an Irish Republic, but the sure founda 
tions of peace have not yet been laid. In 
his letter in The Times of yesterday the 
Archbishop of Dublin, whose tolerance 
and patriotism have been eulegised more 
handsomely by no Irish paper than by the 
Freeman's Journal, speaks the simple 
truth. The country would regard with 
deep disquiet a too hasty resumption 
of the control of Irish admanistration by 
the officials at Dublin Castle. They failed 
to avert disaster; we may well doubt 
whether they would be capable of repair- 
ing it. Martial law, as Dr. Bernard says, 
is still the only real security for life and 
property in Dublin. Unless the Cabinet, 
like the Bourbons, learns nothing, and, 
unlike the Bourbons, forgets everything, 
the new Chief Secretary will not super- 
sede the military authorities, but will be 
strictly instructed to give them his full 
and hearty co-operation. 


Compensation. 


We print elsewhere a series of resalu- 
tions, passed yesterday at a special meet- 
ing of the Council of the Dublin Chamber 
of Commerce, which are of capital im- 
portance to the people of Dublin. The 
citizens are still completely in the dark 
as to the responsibility for restoring the 
buildings and property destroyed in the 
course of the rebellion. The Council 
fixes that responsibility in the proper 
qu with remorseless logic in its series 
of resolitions. It places. on reéord 
its considered opinion that “the outbreaks 
which have occurred in the metropolis and 
throughout the country would have been 
impossible but for the gross and unpardon- 
able laxity, long continued, of the ad- 
ministration of the Irish Government.” It 
is, therefore, of opinion that “the funds 
necessary for restoring the buildings and 
property of unoffending citizens destroyed 
in the course of the rebellion should be 
provided by the Imperial Treasury with- 
out delay.” - The people of Dublin will 
expect their representatives in the House 
of Commons to press that view on the 
Government with all the force at their 
command. The Government has permitted 
an organised conspiracy, which made ne 
secret of its intentions, to deliver a criminal 
assault which, while it was directed 
aganst the State, necessarily and inevit- 
ably involved private citizens in loss on 
the most extensive scale of those rights 
in life and property that the Government 
exists to protect.. In these circumstances 
the Government cannct refuse the demand 
that such losses should be made good at 
the charges of the State. No exact esti- 
mate of the additional amount of unem-

ARCHBISHOP BERNARD'S

_Ot yesterday :— 

Srgk,—A disquieting rumour prevalent 
here that the officials at Dublin Castle are 
anxious to dispense with martial law, and to 
take up the reins‘of government again at an 
early date. I desire to say two things. 

First, martial law is the only security for 
life ahd property at present in the City of 
Dublin. The danger,. which has been much 
gravey than the Government will admit. is 
by no means past. If the Prime Minister 
thinks otherwise, he is as badly informed as 
he was when he told the House of Commons 
that the rebels had no machine guns. Many 
armed rebels are at large in Dublin still. and 
the danger of another rising can only be 
averted by the adoption of the sternest 
measures. As I write. there are snipers on 
the roofs trying to shoot any officers that 
they may see, This is not the time for 
amnesties and pardons; it is the time for 
punishment, swift and stern. And no one 
who lives in Ireland. believes that the pre- 
seut Irish Government has the courage to 
I punish anybody.

A TRYING EXPERIENCE, 

The driver of Ambulance No. 2, stationed 
at Amiens street, had a trying experience on 
the.

DIFFICULTIES OF TRADERS. 
‘In the meantime, the public have shown 
their appreciation of the difficulties of traders 
by taking away goods which had n 
ordered. In the case of the Junior Army and 
Navy Stores persons who lived in the neigh- 
bourhood, and who were willing to take the 
risk during the disturbances, were supplied 
from the preinises in Hawkins street. The 
military still have possession of the firm's 
motor vans, but as soon as they are released 
deliveries will be carried on as usual. 
The difficultyypf obtaining supplies of pro- 
visions is being gradually surmounted, and as 
far as wholesale houses in the city are con- 
cerned no alarm need be experienced. Yester- 
day stocks were replenished, and many orders 
from retail firms were booked. Customers in 
the city and suburban districts are being 
supplied as usual, but it is still difficult to 
get in touch with those in the provinces. In 
course of time, however, this difficulty will be 
met, and the manager of a large firm of pro- 
vision merchants stated yesterday that the 
situation from a trading standpoint was not 
nearly as bad as people imagined. It would 
shortly right» itself, and business would be 
conducted as usual. 
INTERRUPTION OF TRADE. 
In the drapery trade disappomtment was 
expressed at the interruption of trade. The 
season had dpened well, and high hopes were 
entertained that it- would prove very satis- 
factory. Its general resumption yesterday 
was, unfortunately, associated with miserable 
weather, and shoppers did not venture out in 
any large numbers, as conditions were de- 
pressing. The managers of various drapery 
establishments were, however, by no means 
ssimistic, and entertained the opinion that 
it would not be long before the tide would 
turn, and the season again continue as it had 
started. 


MEETING OF TRADERS AND 
PROPERTY-OWNERS. 

Traders and property-owners who have 
suffered Joss by the destruction of their pre- 
mises and effects during the recent dis- 
turbances are invited to attend a meeting at 
the Mansion House, Dublin, on Monday next 
at 12 o'clock to consider their position, and 
to take organised and joint action to protect 
their interests. It was unanimously decided 
to’ hold the meeting at a conference hastily 
summoned yesterday, at which several repre- 
sentative business men were present, 


POSTAL, TELEGRAPH, AND 
TELEPHONE SERVICES, 
The recent restrictions imposed as regards 
the acceptance and despatch of telegrams in 
Ireland are now withdrawn, except as regards 
Dublin. 
Owing to the serious damage to, and de- 
struction of, telegraphs in Dublin, it will not 
be practicable to resume normal telegraph 
services in Dublin for some time yet. A 
partial resumption will, however, be made on 
Tuesday next, subject to its being understood 
that there will be some delay in transmission 
between Dublin and certain other stations, 
and also in delivery in Dublin. 
As regards the telephone service, normal 
conditions in the matter of local working will 
be resumed as far as practicable on Sunday, 
the 7th instant. Owing, however, to extensive 
damage caused during the recent disturbances 
many circuits will be inoperative for the pre- 
sent. 
Tfunk telephone facilities are suspended 
until further notice. 
Up to the present there has been no diffi- 
culty in paying money orders anywhere out- 
side of the Dublin area. Wherever an order 
is presented for payment it will be paid if the 
‘‘ advice ” or counterfoil has been received 
by the postmaster at the office where the 
order has been presented. It is to be feared 
that.a great many ‘‘advices’’ have been de- 
stroyed in the fire at the General Post Office. 
The Post Office officials suggest that if any 
difficulty is experienced in obtaining payment 
for orders the holders ought to apply to the 
remitters for duplicates. Commercial, Press, 
and other telegrams ‘can at present be handed 
in. at the office in Amiens street, but will not 
be despatched yet. 
The military authorities announce that the 
ordinary. telephone service throughout Dublin 
will be opened for the public use to-morrow, 
provided that all military calls must vhave 
priority.

ARRANGEMENTS FOR EASTER 


SITTINGS, 
An informal meeting of the judges of the 
High Court of Justice in Ireland was held 
yesterday to consider the position of affairs 
arising out of the Sinn Fein revolution. 
The judges learned from “he President of 
the Incorporated Law Society, who reported 
on behalf of solicitors generally, that it would 
be impossible to commence business at the 
Four Courts before the 19th imstant. 
It was then arranged to have a meeting of 
the Rule Making Authority on Monday next 
to make special arrangements for the Easter 
Sittings, which,. under normal conditions, 
would. have opened on Thursday, 27th April. 
It is understood a new precept will be re- 
uired for the summoning of the jury panel. 
New notices will have to be served on jurors. 
All jurors previously summoned for the 
Easter Sittings are discharged from attend- 
ance on the notices served upon them. 
The probability is that the Easter Sittings 
will be made to commence on Friday, 19t 
inst., and to terminate on Friday, 9th June, 
or Saturday, 10th June. 
Trinity Term will ‘commence, as previonsly 
arranged, actording to the rules, on Wednes- 
day, lath June. 
It was also arranged at yesterday’s meet- 
ing that the summer circuits should out 
on Monday, 10th, or Tuesday, 11th July. 
The offices of the King’s Bench Division 
will open for the transaction of business on 
Monday next.

The witness was complimented by the 
magistrates and the jury for the assistance 
that she had rendered to the constable. 
Patrick Byrne, publican, Castlebellingham, 
deposed that on Easter Monday, at 7.40 p.m., 
he saw eight motor. cars coming from the 
direction of Dundalk. The cars pulled up at 
the village, and some of the occupants got 
out. The first thing that he saw these men 
do was to hold up Acting Sergeant Kiernan 
and Constable Donovan. The men in the 
motors had ‘revolvers. and the police were un- 
armed. He saw Constable McGee — put 
with the others. The constable was ordered 
to put up his hands, and some papers were 
taken from his pockets. The man who took 
the papers was unarmed. . Witness never saw 
him before, but would recognise him. A mili- 
tary officer. and bis chauffeur were also put 
with the police. Witness noticed that some 
of the men carried rifles and some ordinary 
shot guns. One of the men witness knew was 
on the footboard of this car, and with a rifle 
he covered the police. Another of the party 
punctured the motor tyre with shots from an 
automatic pistol. The man who had the 
police covered from the footboard fired a shot, 
witness believed. Constable McGee placed 
his hands on his breast and reeled round. He 
was caught by the chauffeur, who prevented 
him from falling. It was about the time that 
the man fired the shot that the constable put 
up his hands to his breast. . Witness saw no 
discharge from the rifle. The man who fired 
the shot was a man of 23 or 24 years. The 
witmess then gave the names of three men 
whom he said that he recognised. When_he 
saw the constable shot he ran into a shop. 
The men passed pooh the village previous 
to that—about fifty of them—and some of 
them were'in the crowd that held up the 
officers at night. : The shooting of Constable 
McGee and the military officer was dane with- 
out, any provocation whatever. “I saw the 
whole occurrence,” said the witness, “and it 
was. deliberately done. I did not see any of 
the armed men do anything to prevent the 
shooting or make any remarks,”’ 

Margaret Donnon also described the scene 
when the policeman and the military officer 
were ordered to stand by the railings. She 
saw one of the Sinn Feiners stand 
on the footboard of the . motor car, 
and she saw a flare of fire go towards Con- 
stable M‘Gee.

PRIESTS’ BRAVE WORK. 

The National Maternity Hospital in Holles 
street early in Easter week found itself in 
the centre of hostilities and cut off by military 
regulations from undisturbed areas. ‘The 
problem of maiiftaining supplies for some of 
the people, including staff and patients, arose 
early, and was ably dealt with by the Lady 
Superintendent and the nursing staff, who, at 


considerable persona) risk’ owing to rifle and 


machine gun fire, managed to get out and 
Many civilians in this dis- 
trict lost their lives in the same quest. On 
W ednesday, after the, military secured Mount 
street Bridge, the firing round the hospital 
became so heavy that it was necessary to put 
out the Red Cross flag. At that time Sir 
Patrick Dun’s Hospital was filled to overflow- 
ing with wounded from the Mount street fight- 
ing, and its approaches being constantly 
rt with rifle fire it was found necessary 
to throw open the Maternity Hospital for the 
treatment of casualties. The Master, Dr. 
White, | and the resident staff, assisted by 
some Civilians from about the poorer district, 
readily responded to the many calls on their 
help, carrying in the wounded under fire. 
Many cases were those of persons shot in their 
own houses. Some heartrending sights were 
witnessed during the week. In one house a 
father and son were found lying on the floor 
of their own room, both shot, one fatally. 
A woman, who was shot in both eyes, lay on 
the bridge at Boland’s for seven hours, having 
been left for dead. She died later. Another 
poor woman was fatally shot while preparing 
a meal for eight hungry children; while a girl 
of twelve years received a nasty wound in the 
head. In all some forty bullet wounds of a 
shocking nature were treated at the hospital. 
Twelve proved fatal. After the surrender on 
Sunday most of the cases were removed to St. 
Vincent’s Hospital by IA.C. ambulances, 
which were also used to carry bread from 
Messrs. Boland’s to the Maternity Hospital. 
From the dispensary attached flour was dis- 
tributed to the hundreds of starving poor 
during four days. Messrs. Boland have con- 
tinued their charitable work. 

During the week none did better work than 
the priests attached to St. Andrew’s Church, 
Westland row, who were constantly in the 
thick of the danger, ministering to the 
wounded and dying. Father MacNevin found 
it mecessary to remain at the hospital, and 
his devotion to duty will be ever remem- 
bered by the people of the neighbourhood. 
Fathers O’Reilly and Fleming also were con- 
stantly engaged in errands of mercy in other 
parts of the district. Father O’Reilly entered 
Boland’s mill, under cross fire, to attend some 
dying Sinn Feiners. These priests were 
also conspicuous at the Mount street 
Bridge battle. Dr. O’Brien, of . 
Skin and Cancer Hospital, co-operated i 
all. efforts at the Maternity Hospital to 
alleviate the sufferings of the poor, and also 
put his hosnital at the disposal of the 
wounded. During the critical time the hos- 
pital staff. managed to reach the urgent 
maternity cases, as well as many of the sick 
not gormally within the hospital’s sphere of 
activities. 


NATIONAL CHILDREN’S 
HOSPITAL. 


Very. useful and practical work was done 
by the medical and nursing staff .of the 
National Children’s Hospital, Harcourt street, 
during the: exciting. days of last week. Seve- 
ral serious cases suffering from bullet wounds 
occurring in the neighbourhoed of Harcourt 
street were admitted. A lady called at the 
hospital and informed the matron, Miss 
Geraldine Mathews, that a gentleman well 
known in the city was shot in Harcourt 
street, and was. bleeding profusely from a 
wound ‘in the thigh. She rushed up the 
street without a moment’s delay in her ordi- 
nary indoor uniform, regardless of a shower 
of bullets which she encountered on her way 
to the injured gentlemen, as a rebel at the 
time was trying to escape down the street on 
a bicycle, and he was fired at by the soldiers 
stationed at Harcourt street Railway Station. 
Miss Mathews applied a tourniquet to the 
limb and stopped the hemorrhage. Assisted 
by Dr. R. Lane Joynt, who was passing at 
A : : ‘ 5 
the time, Miss Mathews then conveved her 
patient on a stretcher to the private hospital 
attached to the Children’s Hospital, and 
afterwards brought in two women who were 
shot at the same t#ne. Two of her brave 
nurses, Bookless and Dawson, and Mr. 
Barrett, resident surgeon, ‘rendered valuable 
assistance in conveying the patients to the 
hospital, where they. are at present under the 
care of Sir Lambert H. Óna, F.R.C.S., and 
oe S. Wayland, members of the hospital 

stall.

JUDGE JOHNSTON BESIEGED. 


“ IRELAND SURROUNDED BY GERMAN 
SUBMARINES.” 

The experience of County Court Judge 
Johnston and his family was very disagreeable. 
On Easter Monday men were observed to be 
working on the railway line at Lansdowne 
road, which is close to Judge Johnston’s 
house. ‘The rails were torn up, and trenches 
were dug. At one o'clock on Easter Monday 
night the family were awakened by a loud 
knocking at the door. The judge himself went 
down to ascertain the cause, and, on opening 
the door, four armed pushed their way 
in, stating they had ‘‘ofders ” to occupy the 
house in order to prevent troops coming along 
the railway from Kingstown, or along Lans 
downe road and Shelbourne road into Beggar’s 
Bush Barracks. The family were first ordered 
to leave the upper bedrooms and stay in the 
diningroom and drawingroom flat. ‘The rebels 
then broke the walls between the bedrooms, 
and opened other spaces, through which the 
various approaches could be commanded. Next 
day 4) quietly until eight o'clock in the 
evening, when the rebel leader informed the 
judge that he had received information to 
the effect that military reinforcements were 
coming in via Kingstown, and that he had 
been instructéd to put the house in a posi- 
tion of defence The family were then ordered 
to take their quarters in the basement, 
and to remain there: The rebels tore up the 
beds and bedding, and placed all movable 
pieces of furniture at the windows and doors, 
making barricades.. Shooting was going on 
from and at the house all-that night. At ten 
o'clock on Wednesday morning the rebels 
evacuated the house, leaving behind them four 
rifles, one complete suit of uniform, a con- 
siderable quantity of ammunition, and military 
equipment of all descriptions. 

During the time the rebels had possession 
of the place they were as considerate as pos- 
sible to the judge and his family. They said 
that Ireland was completely. surrounded by 
German submarines, and that no military 
could get into the country; that the French 
had given up fighting, and were negotiating 
a separate peace; and that a German army 
had landed at Kerry.

If persons known to be 
members of the Sinn Fein were employed in 
the Post Office and other public services, that 
faci showed the statement of the ex-Chief 
Secretary to be accurate—that the Govern- 
ment knew of the danger which the county 
was running, and thought it better to allow 
the disease to spread, hoping it would not 
have ill-results. rather than to take their 
courage in both hands and put an end to the 
very serious risk. Many’in Ireland’ haa 
known quite well what was going to take 
place, and the Government been warned 
over and over again; but their policy was not 
to stir ur dirty water. Jt was said, “ You 
will do more harm than good. ‘Let these men 
alone. Nothing will happen.” It might be 
said that it was easy to be wise after the 
event: but many had the Govern- 
ment’s policy to be a dangerous one to adopt 
in Ireland.

GOLFING NO OTES, 


One ‘a the most háil things in con- 
nection with golf is the! fact’ that more than 
three-quarters of the people who! play the 
game have no more than a faint conception of 
the rules. lt would be too much to expect 
that the majority of playersshould have a letter 
perfect acquaintance with all their tenete, 
but a rough work:ng knowledge of the princi- 
pal rules concerning matters which crop up in 
the daily round might reasonably be expected. 
It is not necessary to be a walking com- 
pendium, but every golfer who intends play- 
ing the game without being a nuisance to other 
players should study the rules sufficiently to 
be able to play in a private match, or even in 
a medal competition, and to conform to the 
spirit, if not to the actual letter of the iaw. 

This is the first essential of the golfer, and 
far more important than his play. Bad golf 
is a matter which, for the most part, affects 
the player only, but a want of knowledge of 
the rules causes annoyance to his partner and 
to the other players on the course. How few 
go to any trouble to atquire a slight know- 
ledge of the rtant rules! Ever those 
who have been oth aying for years ig) ex- 
traordinary ignorance on many small pointe, 
and many professionals have anything but a 
thorough knowledge of the rules of the game 
by which they earn their daily bread. 

This lack of knowledge of the roles is, un- 
fortunately, more noti¢eable atthe present 
time than ever before; The game is now 
played solely as a means for gaining reiaxa- 
tion from the stress and cares of the troubled 
times, and people are inclined to pay little 
heed to rules. ter on, when golf is played 
again in the same serious fashion as in pre- 
war times, people will have to overcome these 
defects in their manner of play. At present 
club committees do not bother much about 
such matters, and the disregard for rules by 
beginners is allowed to go on. 

The man who made a speciality of studying 
the rules used to be regarded as a bure. He 
was apt to be unpleasantly precise, and to 
worry others with hig petty quibbles that 
ought to have no place in the playing of the 
game. His absence from the links is now a 
matter for regret, for everywhere one sees a 
growing tendency towards playing the game 
without a proper regard for either rules or 
etiquette. Fan what one sees of the many 
players who are totally ignorant of even the 
most important rales it is pretty safe to 
assume that many prizés alleged to have been 
won would be withheld if t..e committee kuew 
all that had transpired durirg the course of 
the eventful round. 

Many instances are known of some of the 
best players making (mistakes which have 
caused them the loss of competitions. A man 
generally reckoned to be one of- the first half- 
dozen golfers in the United Kingdom was 
playing his third round in the Open Champion- 
ship at Sandwich. At one of the first few 
holes his ball was lying on the green, but 
very near to the edge of a Lunket. Someone 
in recovering from the bunker had ‘ejected |a 
lot of sand on to the green, and the player’s 
ball was lying on the sand. He asked the 
mavker if he could ground his club, and was 
told “No.” Consequently, in his elaborate 
care to avoid a supposed breach of the rules, 
he topped his ball, and gent it off the green on 
to the other side, with the result that he took

four putts instead of two, ard he thinks to 
this day that the unfortuna contretemps 
alone upset him so much as to spoil his chance 
of winning the championship. 

In a competition in the English Midlands 
a man who was leading at the time, and who 
was playing such a fine game that everyone 
expected him to win, found his ball in water 
about six inchés* deep in a bunken. He asked 
the marker the penalty, and was told “two 
strokes.’” Consequently he attempted to play 
out, and took five, which resulted in his dis 
appearance from the prize list. In both these 
instances the amateur marker should have 
been better acquainted with the rules, but 
if the professionals themselves had been quite 
| familiar with such elemeritary laws they would 
not have asked any nuestions. They would 
have done the right thing, and proceeded.
